The Seventh Regiment was mustered into 
the State service June 21, 1893, and con- 
sequently lacks three days of being one 
year old. It numbers 520 men and 
officers and is one of the best equipped 
regiments in the State. The Hibernian 
Rifles were organized in 1873 asa military 
branch of the Ancient Order.of Hibernians, 
and the boys are now arranging to celebrate 
the nineteenth anniversary July 4. This is 
the first time fhe regiment has been ordered 
out to participate in actual campaign work.

TO HELP UNITED STATES MARSHALS. 


Troo anted to Assist In Carrying Out 
the Court’s Orders, 
Spriverietp, III., June 17.—[Special.]— 
There is no rioting at Mount Olive tonight, 0 
far as Gen. Orendorff is informed, and the 
call for troops is due entirely to the fact that 
United States Maishal Brinton was unable to 
make arrests of men who were interfering 
with trains yesterday. The trouble at Mount 
Olive began last Wednesday, when the 
striking miners, irritated by the fact 
that coal was bemg hauled on the 
Louisville, Evansville, and the Jackson- 
ville ‘Southeastern railroad, began to 
interfere with the movement of trains. Their 
method wasin some cases to break open the 
seals of cars and examine the contents and if 
any coal was found inside it was dumped out. 
As the property was in the custody of the 
court Judge Allen ordered United States 
Marshal Brinton to the scene with deputies 
and . instructed him to arrest any who were 
found interfermg with the operation of the 
property or in any way trespassing upon it. 
Marshal Brinton upon his arrival made the 
minersa speech and a meeting was held by 
the latter, at which it was decided not to 
interfere. No sooné® had the Marshal re- 
turned, however, the tactics of the miners 
were resumed and Tie went again to Mount 
Olive Saturday, armed with warrants for a 
number who were known to be guilty of con- 
tempt of court in interfering with the running 
of trains. He found about 600 congregated. 
Every attempt to make arrests was effectually 
blocked by the miners crowding between the 
few deputies and the men they were after. 
The Marshal had only twelve deputies, and it 
was hopeless for him to try to carry out the 
instructions of the court. It was this condi- 
tion of things that induced the request for 
military assistance. t 


OHIO TROOPS NOT YET CALLED IN. 


They Win Remain in Three Counties Prob- 
ably Until Tomorrow. 

Cotumsus, O., June 17.—Adjutant-General 
Howe, who has been in command of the 
militia in Eastern Ohio, held a consultation 
this evening witb Gov. McKinley, relative to 
the withdrawal of the troops. He had been 
in consultation with the Colonels in com- 
mand, and also consulted the Sheriffs of the 
several counties where trouble has occurred. 
The Sheriffs did not think it advisable to call 
the military home at once. The result 
of the conferencé was that the military now 
in the field in Tuscarawas, Stark, and Cornell 
Counties will remain, there being a regiment 
in each county with batteries and Gatling 
guns. A portion of the troops returned home 
today. The Governor and Attorney-General 
believe, from the present outlook, there will 
be no occasion for keeping the troops in the 
field later than Tuesday. 


MINERS AT BRAZIL, IND., WANT WORK 


Dissatisfied with the Terre Haute Decis- 
ion and May Cause Trouble. 
Brazin, Ind., June 17,—([Special,]—The 
decision of the miners in conference at Terre 
Haute yesterday has created much dissatis- 
faction among the strikers in this city. When 
the report was received by a crowd of uiners 
who had congregated around the telegraph 
office they bitterly censured the action of the 
meeting, and vowed they would return to 
work if they had to carry shot guns to defend 
themselves with. The miners will not com- 
mence work tomorrow, as the operators have 
not made the necessary arrangements for 
mines, even if the men 
return to work, A 
miners’ meeting will be held here this week 
by block coal miners to decide whether to 
return to work in a body or not, At Har- 
mony, Knightsville, Centerpoint, and this 
city at meetings Friday the strikers voted to 
return to work, while at Cardonia, Carbon, 
Coxville, and Caseyville the majority voted to 
continue the strike. Excitement is great 
here and serious trouble is anticipated in case 
part of the men return to work regardless of 
the decision rendered at Terre Haute. The 
operators are silent and as yet have not agreed 
to pay the Columbus scale. 


ILLINOIS MINES TO RESUME JUNE 20, 


Decision of Conference at Springfield to 
1 Be Ratified by the Operators.

F. S. SWAIN IS SHOT. 


HENRY VAUGHAN, A DISCHARGED 
EMPLOYE, ATTEMPTS HIS LIFE. 


Mystery Sarrounding the Affair, Which 
Occurred at Swain“ Place of Business, 


to St. Luke's Hospital and Vaughan Is 
Locked Up—Witnesses of the Affair Say 
Little Regarding lt«James Bens ford and 
Mike McDonald Shot on Green Street. 

Henry Vaughan. an engineer 40 years old, 
living at No. 1839 Wabash avenue, is locked ur 
at the Harrison Street Police Station charged 
with having shot Frederick S. Swain, Presi- 
dent of the Swain Lubricator company at No. 
278 South Water street. Swain is at St. 
Luke’s Hospital ina critical condition with 
a bullet wound three inches above the heart. 

The shooting took place at Swain’s place of 
business, where he also has bachelor apart- 
ments, The trouble occurred at 6:30 o’clock 
last evening and grew out of a business con- 
troversy which started something like a year 
ago. ©. B. Smith, an employé of Swain’s, 
and Everett Pittenger, a nephew, were wit- 
nesses of the affair and were in the office at 
the time. It was fully ten minutes after 
the shot was fired, according to state- 
ments of people in the vicinity, before a po- 
‘ lice officer was called. Then Officer Steffens 
was summoned, took charge of Vaughan, and 
called an ambulance for Swain, who was 
taken to the hospital. 

When Vaughan was placed under arrest his 
face was covered with blood and he had an 
ugly scalp wound., He was taken to the 
police station and his wounds seemed so seri- 
ous that he was taken to the County Hospital, 
where his head was dressed. His wounds are 
not considered dangerous. Vaughan declines 
to talk about the affair, and when first brought 
to the station seemed to be somewhat dazed, 
as it was difficultto make him understand 
what was said to him. His hearing also 
seemed to be impaired. 


Mystery Surrounds the Shooting. 


Smith, who seemed to be somewhat un- 
nerved by the affair, declined to discuss the 
events surrounding the shooting farther than 
to say that he was present at the time and 
that it grew out of a business controversy. 
At St. Luke’s Hospital Swain made tlie state- 
ment that Vaughan came to his office last 
night and knocked at the door. Swain re- 
sponded ia person and told Vaughan he did 
not want to see him and told him to go away. 
During this conversation Vaughan drew a re- 
volver and shot. Smith and Pittenger, who 
were in the room, hastened to Swain’s assist- 
ance and a scuffle followed, in which the four 
men participated. The revolver was taken 
away from Vaughan and he was overpowered. 
Swain and Pittenger held Vaughan on the 
floor while Smith went out and called an of- 
ficer. After the arrival of the officer Swain dis- 
covered that he was shot through the left lung 
and was bleeding badly. This is in brief the. 
statement of Swain. Healso said Vaughan, 
who was in his employ for several years, 
when he was dischargeda year ago, made 
the remark that he would return some day 
and shvot him. Six months ago he returned 
and asked for work and was informed that he 
had been discharged because he was incompe- 
tent. Swain says he repeated his threat at 
that time. 

The only people who were in the neighbor. 
hood ‘at the time were those in the saloon of 


the Swain Lubricator establishment is located, 
No. 294 South Water street. The pistol-shot 
was heard in both places, but was not located 
until Smith made his appearance on the street 
in search of an officer. 
Statements Regarding the Shooting. 

It is said Smith made the statement at that 
time that Swain is responsible for the wounds 
on Vaughan’s head. There is no evi- 
dence to show that the quarrel did not 
commence prior.to the shooting except the 


Some of those who heard the story and are 
acquainted with the persons involved seemed 
to think it peculiar that Swain could partiei- 
pate in such a lively fight after he had re- 
ceived a serious wound in the lung. The bar- 
tender at Conners’ says before Vaughan went 
up to Swain’s office he stopped in there and 
gotacouple of drinks. Swain and Smith 
were in the habit of patronizing this place ac- 
cording to the bartender. | 

According to Officer Steffens when he ar- 
rived he found Pittenger and Swain had com- 
pletely overpowered Vaughan and were strik- 
ing heavy blows upon his face and threaten- 
ing to kill him. 

It is the impression of those in the neigh- 
borhood that Vaughan at the time of his dis- 
charge had an interest in Swain’s business, and 
that it is regarding this interest the trouble 
oceurred. In addition to the lubricating 
trade the concern carried on a steam packing 
business and it was this department that 
Vaughan looked after especially, being an 
engineer. One man said Vaughan had been 
with Swain eight or nine years. 

It would be easy for Swain to overpower 
Vaughan in a struggle if he were not wounded, 
He is six feet three inches tall and weighs 
240 pounds, while Vaughan is only five feet 
six inches tall and is of medium weight. 

Smith Finally Talks. 

Smith made this statement last night: 

„When we first reached the door near which 
Mr. Swain was when he was shot we did not 
know that he was wounded, for he was 
grappling with Vaughan and prevented him 
from getting away. We seized Vaughan and 
took away the revolver, and then I hastened 
into the street for an officer. I found ‘one, 
and when we returned another officer was 
there and had Vaughan under arrest. I then 
saw that Mr. Swain was dangerously wound- 


1 Until a week ago I lived with Mr. Swain 
on the top floor of the building at No, 278 


Swain’s nephew, came to the city and has 
been occupying the room, while I went to live 


at No. 1277 Wilcox street. Yesterday morn- 


ing I went down to the establishment, where 
I met Mr. Swain and Pittenger. We three 
were together all day. About 3 Oelock we 
went into the office on the first floor, where Mr. 
Swain was when he was shot. Vaughan came 
and rapped on the door, and Mr. Swain 
answered it. They talked for a few moments 
when Mr. Swain told Vaughan that he would 
have to leave. His reply was a revolver shot 
and Mr. Pittenger and myself hastened to Mr. 
Swain's assistance.“ : 
Vaughan Is Mysterious. 

Vaughan did not appear to be suffering 
much, either physically or mentally, when he 
returned from the County Hospital and was 
locked up in a cell at Harrison Street Station. 
To all inquiries he refused to grant any infor- 
mation, declining positively to talk of the af. 
fair. Lying on his back, his head bound 


with bandages, Vaughan refused to move. 


„Will you tell what happened at the time 
of the shooting? Were you assaulted before 


or after the shot was fired?’ 


No, I don’t propose to discuss the case or 
talk of it to any one until tomorrow,” and 
with a request that he be not disturbed by 
‘any more callers the prisoner turned his face 
to the wall. . 


SHOOTING AFFRAY ON GREEN STREET 


James Bensford Shot Through the Left 
Breast and Mike McDonald in the Back. 


The police of the Desplaines Street Station 


are making an investigation of a mysterious 
shooting affray which took place at 3 o’ciock 
afternoon at No. 244 South Green

was shot in the back, but he ran from 

the house after bemmg shot and has not been 

heard from since. Who did the shooting 
the police do not know. Bensford said after 

reaching the hospital he had shot himself be- 

cause he was tired of living and wanted to 
end his troubles. There were three men in 

the room occupied by Bensford when the 
shooting took place, but all but Bensford 

fied. McDonald was seen to  entef 
the house, as was a man named Scott, 

The latter also ran from the house after the 

shooting and is yet at large. Officer Edward 

Fitzgerald was called into the house by a Mrs. 

Blackburn, who said she had heard four shots 

fired and that Bensford was lying upon the 

floor with a bullet wound in the 
left breast. When Officer Fitggerald went 

into the room Bensford was unconscious and 

was at once taken to the County Hospital, 

where the physicians who are attending him 

say he cannot recover. Before the officer ar- 

rived in the house Bensford told several 

people that he attempted to commit suicide 
and that he had fired the shots which were 
heard. Several people saw McDonald run 

from the house and they say that he was 
bleeding from a woand in the back. He ran 

north on Green street. 


No. 244 Green street with his. wife and two 
children. He is 36 years old and is a collect- 
or by occupation. He has been out of em- 
ployment for some time. Mrs. Bensford, 
when seen yesterday afternoon, said she 
heard four shots fired in his room, but she 
did not hear any quarreling in the room be- 
fore they were fired. The police are working 
on the theory that Bensford became involved 
in a quarrel with the other men and the shoot- 
mg was done by one of the men who were in 
tho room. ‘ 

The police were unable to find McDonald 
last night and the mystery surrounding the 
shooting of Bensford has not yet been cieared. 


W. H. HILL IN A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 


Locked Up for Assaulting Edward *East- 
man in a Carriage. 

W. H. Hill, said to be a business-man living 
at Forty-fourth street and Michigan avenue, 
was locked up at the Cottage Grove avenue 
Station last night on charges of disorderly 
conduct, carrying comeealed weapons, and 
assault. Edward Eastman, who is said to be 
the son of a businessman at Twen- 
ty-third and La Salle streets, preferred 
the charges. After the arrest, however, he 
relentea and asked that Hill be released, say- 
ing he vould not appear to prosecute him. 
According to Police Officer Korth, who made 
the arrest, there wasa small sized riot at 11 
o’clock owe night on Eighteenth street, be- 
tween Michigan and Wabash avenues, East- 
man, he said, was driving on Eighteenth 
street in a carriage accompanied by a wom- 
an, and when near the elevated station Hill 
approached the carriage and struck Eastman 
in the face with a pair of brass knuckles. He 
followed up the assault by seizinig Eastman 
by the collar and dragging him from the car- 
riage, when he proceeded to administer a 
severe beating. The woman who was East- 
man’s companion became alarmed and 
shouted until a crowd was attracted. Officer 
Korth took Hill, Eastman, and the woman 
to the Cottage Grove Avenue Station in car- 
riages, together with two other men who had 
witnessed the affair. At the station an attempt 
was made to patch up the differences and 
secure Hill’s liberty, both Hill and Eastman 
saying the assault on his part was due to mis- 

ken identity. Owing to the.prominence of

not placed ina cell. He was shown into the 
Lieutenant’s private office and entertained by 
Sergt. Kehoe, who refused to allow the 
prisoner to be seen. Desk-Sergeant Lent, 
who madea record ‘of the case, stated that 
the address of the complainant could not be 
ascertained and could give no information 
regarding the cause of the assault. Officer | 
Korth stated that the trouble was due to the 
woman with whom Eastman was riding. Her 
name, it was said, was not secured by the

Hill was bailed out soon after he reached 
the station, W. B. Keep of No. 1811 Prairie 
avenue signing the bond. Hill is said to 
be an assumed name. 


AIDS SCIENCE, BUT LOSES HIS LIFE, 


Remarkable Medical Case in Ecuador of 
Ferdinand Pietrich. 

New York, June 17.—[Special,]—The man 
who, for a consideration of $5,00Q, consent- 
ed to lave a hole bored through his stomach 
in the interest of science, has paid for his 
fortune with his life. It all game about 
through an advertisement last August printed 
by one Osbaldeston. It called for a man whe 
would consent to go down to Guayaquil, 
Ecuador, and there submit to an experi- 
mental operation Sy the South American 
déctors. The operation was simply an incis- 
ion in the stomach, through which the action: 
of the gastric juices might be observed. 
The cavity thus made was about the size 
of a hazel nut. The tubes of gold and silver 
were inserted and through these the nourish- 
ment taken by -the patient was forced, the 
digestive process being marked by the aid of 
an electric light. Incidental to the operation 
certain chemical substances were adminis. 
tered to the patient through the tubes to as. 
certain positively the action of drugs in com- 
bination with each other. Among the 120 
persons who answered Osbaldeston’s adver- 
tisement last August was a well-built, power- 
ful-looking fellow, who had been a sailor. 
His name was Ferdinand Pietrich. The first 
week in September Pietrich sailed for Guaya- 
quil. There for four or five weeks he remained 
under medical care in preparation for tha 
operators, and it was the second or third week 
in October before the chief surgeon, Dr. 
Adele Ajacio, ventured to perform the opera- 
tion. Osbaldeston learned four or five weeks 
ago the operation had been completely suc. 
cessful, and that the patient was on the road 
to recovery, when he took to drink. Under 
these conditions it became necessary to stop 
the treatment for a time, and in this interval 
Pietrich, while sitting on the battlements of

State Department Can Doe Nothing Look- 
ing to His Release from Siberian Exile. 
Burra.o, N. V., June 17.— A letter from 

Acting Secretary Edwin F. Uhl of the State 

Department has been received by Attorney 

W. W. Saperston, representing the petition in 

the Krzminski case to enlist the aid of the 

government to release the Polish-American 
citizen from the Siberian mines. Mr. Uhl 
finds, after examination of the case, that 

Krzminski was a native Pole, who came to the 

United States after having taken part in the 

unsuccessful revolution of 1863. He 

says: There is no naturalization 
convention between the two countries and no 
treaty limitation upon the power of either 
government to proceed against a subject re- 
turning to its territory for an offense prior to 
emigration. It is held by Russia that emigra- 
tion without imperial consent is an offense 
liable to punishment upon the return of the 
offender within Russian jurisdiction, whether 
he has been naturalized in the meantime in 
another country or not. The extreme penalty. 
of deportation to Siberia is, it would seem, 
rarely applied, and the department cannot 
conjecture the ground of the order of exile in 
this instance, unless it be that the antecedents 
of Mr. Krzminski are deemed to warrant et-

If disputeg over rates 
must always be finally settlee 4 — Federal 
courts the matter is apt to be postponed 
four or five years, leaving people 
of the country meantime without re- 
lief from high rates. Such delay is 
equivalent to a denial to shippers of their 
rights to low rates. State Railway Com mis- 
sions are really only investigating bodies be- 
longing neither to the judicial nor administra- 
tive branch of governinent, In my opinion, 
the only remedy isthe establishment of a 
court having exclusive and final jurisdiction 
over the rate, question, Then all disputes. 
could be settled without unseemly delay. As 
it is now, questions arising between railroads 
and shippers cannot be settled outside of the 
courts. A good way would be to give State 
commissions power of final adjudication of 
rate disagreements in the State, and the Inter- 
State Commerce Comission similar power in 
the Nation. I never yet have seen what I call 
a satisfactory definition of the term ‘reason- 
able rates.’ The courts have construed it to 
mean that rates are reasonable which allow 
for operating expenses and something 
for the stockholders. According to this, 
every railroad company would have separate 
rates of its own, for the companies would all 
give a different construction of what they re- 
gurded reasonable rates. In all adjudications 
thus far made only the railways seem to have 
been considered while the shippers—the peo- 
ple— have been left out altogether.

The Board of Edu¢ation of the City of Chi. 
cago maintains a department for the instruc- 
tion of children wid are deficient in hearing 
or speech. This department 1 styled the 
“Chicago Day Schdols for the Deaf.” All 
children who are toojhard of hegring or whose 
speech is top defective to be taught in the 
ordinary cléss-roomg are eligible to opal 
in an ins at 
Jacksonville, but there are quite a number of 
parents who object seriously to having their 
children sent away froin home for the greater 
part of ten yea which time is neces- 
sary to give a fair common school 
education to this class of pupils. 

Like all other patents their desire to see 
their deaf children every day is an almost in- 
surmountable obstable. The plan at present 
pursued by the Board of Education is to 
gather a class of deaf children wherever it is 
possible, give them a room in the nearest pub- 
lic school building, and employ a teacher able 
to instruct them. The result of this is a ser- 
ies of schools, two on the West Side, one at 
Wicker Park and oue at No. 159 West Mon- 
roe street, one on the North Side at the Pres- 
cott-Schogl, and one on the South at the Mel- 
ville W. Fuller School. 

The system of ingtruetion is what is known 
as the combined method; that is, by articula- 
tion and writing, signs and the manual alpha- 
bet. These schools, like those for hearing 
children, are, of course, free. They are 
under supervikion of a principal, H. C. 
Hammond, who been engaged in this 
profession for a quarter of a century in con- 
nection with the turgest institutions in this 
country, and it is his opinion that a regular 
attendant on these schools can gain as good 
an education in the English language as at a 
State institution. schools have this last 
year given instruction to sixty of the children 
for whom they are maintained. Some of the 
boys have access tb a manual training school 
and ha vo made commendable progress in the 
woodworking department. One lad has been 
recei¥ing iustruetion in ty rr 

The children are instructed in Eaglish 
language so they hn communicate by 
ing or spelling on fingers, and to teach a 
— os ‘ all the complex combinations 7 the 

gilish language fequires an amount of pa-

own thoughts and are able to take in the ideas 
of others, and it would be a surprise to some 
of the teachers of #peaking schools to see how 
readily they write and express themselves with- 
out being urged or saying “IT can’t.”

thought is at lastiexpressed. . 

By ithe differé¢nt positions of the lips and 
tongue they can gfter some practice recognize 
what ig being sid to them; thus my deaf 
pupils ran converse with each other and can 
unders what is being said by waiching 
each ofher’s lips; Among the children in my 
classes. are some/whose hearing is apparently 
perfect, yet they/have never learned to talk. 
The cause of this is somewhat obscure or 
rather clothed in mystery: I have had a 
large number of; pupils under my instruction 
ranging in age from 5-to 20 years, and I have 
never failed to produce a perfect articulation 
by cultivating {their ears to the primary 
. sounds. From this fact I believe the cause isa 
total want of musical ear, or, in other 
words, no ear for music. 

There are many more of these chil- 
dren than is usually supposed. If they 

left to dandelion their attempts 

king will result in a defect in their 
speech which will take months to eradicate by 
hard work withia private teacher. From ob- 
servation I have found that there are many 
of this class in our public schools; making no 
advancement fdr the want of special train- 
ing, Which can gnly be obtained by a special 
teachér, and our school on Monroe street, un- 
der the direction of the School Board. meets 
this want and ie free to all.

Brisk Trade in Winter Business During 
the Hot Months for Many Reasons 


Man in Charge of the Tar-Papered 
Room = Whippitg a $3,000 Jacket 
Delicate Repairs in Fur Garments 
‘Made by Experts. 
What becomes of furs in summer time is a 


mer oceupation of the fur dealer and the at- 

tachés of a fur establishment is often a mat- 

ter of conjecture. The natural inference is 

that trading in furs and that branch of com- 

mierce devoted toa particular grade of soci- 
ety closes as soon as the snow flakes cease to 
drop, or at least when the summer breezes 
promote thoughts of seersuckers and light 
jackets. When the show windows of the down- 
town stores are filled with the flimsies which 
add to the charms and comforts of the fair 
sex a thought is formed that nothing like the 
clinging, blast-defying fur of winter can be 
considered as an article of commerce. Yet 
never in the history of the oldest fur house in 
Chicago has trade been as briek during post- 
winter months as now. : 

In each of the down-town fur establishments 
of Chicago is a storehouse. It is a long, dark 
room, lined with tar paper, equipped with 
sundry hooks, and numbered in a consecutive 
order. A record is kept of each of these hooks. 
When a garment is received for storage a com- 
plete description of it istaken. It is then 
placed in the hands of an expert before the 
receipt is given. Any defects are marked, the 
value is determined by the dealer, no matter 
what price may have been paid, and after the 
full red tape process is gone through a receipt 
is given. This receipt embodies much, 
The usual form agrees to store the 
garment or article during the summer months, 
from June to December, guaranteeing safety 
and insuring against loss by moth, fire, or 
other. damage; the garment or article insured 
to be returned to the holder of the receipt in 
the exact condition received. 

The valuation of the package is a matter of 
great importance, as an explanation will 
show. Not reflecting on the hundreds who 
store their furs during the warm months, fully 
seven-tenths of the people who patronize a 
fur storage establishment, it is said, hava a 
view toward realization of money in their ac- 
tion. The receipt shows the full value of the 
article received and also a full description, 
which the insurance naturally requires. This 
receipt isa virtual collateral. There is a 
score of brokers in Chicago who aavance 
money on these receipts, but they protect 
themselves by callmg on the storage people 
for a personal examination. A receipt calls 
for the article stored, and following the er- 
amination the loan is placed. A conservative 
estimate based on the records of the many fur 
storage houses of Chicago shows that seveo- 
tenths of the receipts for goods stored are 
eventually placed im the hands of these bro-

This man 
secures the receipt, but demands inspection. 
which is readily granted. Seldom is he called 
on to hold the article in pawn; as this 
garment is a stock in trade with 
the owner and must be released. It 
is an old saying that a diamond can always be 
negotiated, but a sealskin is never left on 
any one’stshand unless the last resource has 
failed. 

A visit to the storehouse of a first-class fur 
establishment would result in a genuine sur- 
prise to many who put their capes, coats, 
gloves, and caps away with moth balls, cam- 
phor sprays, and that sort of thing. Here is a 
system which is in the nature of a reyelation. 
A woman desires to place her $700 cloak in 
safekeeping, and, naturally, is willing to pay 
for it. The garment is taken in charge by a 
young man, who examines it and passes itſto 
an expert for determination on its value. 
Seven hundred dollars is the figure allowed 
and the receipt issued. It is then turned over 
to the man in charge of the storage depart- 
ment. After due inspection it passes to an- 
other attaché and receivés a thorough clean- 
ing, The coat, if it is such, is mercilessly 
beaten by rattan sticks, and if a possibility of 


in a hopper containing a preparation of 
mahoghany sawdust, white cornmeal, and 
sand.

Then the article is 
taken out, repaired, if necessary, 
and labeled. A record is made in the storage 
book, the article being fully described with 
name, valuation, etc.; and then the garment 
is hung away in the tar-lined storage house on 
a hook, above which is the chalk number.

The man in 
charge of this room keeps constant lookout 
for these merciless intruders, and is engaged 
froin day to day brushing and whipping his 
charges. 
Hammering a $3,000 Jacket. 

At the time a reporter for Tus Trisuyne 
visited one of the leading houses of Chicago 
the other day the man in charge of the ator- 
age department was engaged in hammering, 
without remorse,a $3,000 jacket. It meas- 
uted only thirty inches from collar to skirt 
length, the full measurement of the garment. 
It was made of the finest material, the skins 
of the Russian or crown sable. A few feet 
away was another sack owned by the same 
society girl which was only an ordinary seal 
sack vaiued at $750! And the storage attend-

Do the fur houses close up for the summer? 
Emphatically, no! According to figures 
maintained by the books of a leaaing fur 
house of Chicago for the last tive years the 
business of these establishments has justified 
their keeping open the summer as well as the 
winter months, The'statement of A. Bishop, 
reported to be the oldest fur dealer in the 
United States, located in Chicago, contains 
the fact that no year in the history of the fur 
business has witnessed as many summer de- 
mands as the present. During the last cold 
season décolleté dresses have been trimmed 
with sable, mink, otter, and seal, and for 
summer the demand has ‘been great for 
capes, lurge dress collars, and small protec- 
tion wraps, Male orders are yearly becom. 
ing . but women have a heavier de- 
mand.

WHERE IT If NEITHER SEA NOR LAND. 


The Wonderful Region in the Atlantic 
Which No Man Has Penetrated. 

The surface of it seems, says the writer, like 

a perfect meadow of seaweed. It is supposed

that this enormous mass of gulf weed may. 


have been partly grown at the bottom of the 
shallower parts of the sea and parjjy torn 
from the shores of Florida and the Bahama 
Islands. by the force of the Gulf Stream. It 
is then swept around by the same agency into 
the Sargasso Sea. where it lives and propa- 
gates, floating freely in mid-ocean, And the 
store is ever W both by addition and 
propagation, so that the meadow grows more 
and more compact, and no deubt at the inner 
parts extends toa considerable depth below 
the surface. | 

Nor is this all, for at least two-thirds of all 
the infinite flotsam and jetsam which the Gulf 
Stream carries along with it in its course 
sooner or later finds a resting place in the 
Sargasso Sea. Here may be seen huge trunks 
of trees torn from the forests of Brazil by the 
waters of the Amazon and floated down far 
out to sea until they were caught and swept 
along by the current; logwood from Honduras, 
orange trees from Florida, canoes and boats 
from the islands; staved in, broken, and bottom 
upward; wrecks and remains of all sorts 
gathered from thé rich harvest of the Atlan- 
tic; whole keels or skeletons of ruined ehips, 
so covered with barnacles, shells, and weeds 
that the original outline is entirely lost to 
view; and here and therea derelict ship trans- 
formed from a floating terror of the deep into 
a mystery put out of reach of man in a mu, 
seum of unexplained enigmas. r 

It is only natural that ships should careful- 
ly avoid this marine rubbish heap, where the 
Atlantic shoots its refuse. It seems doubtful 
whether a sailing ‘vessel would be able to cut 
its way into the thick network of weed even 
with a strong wiad behind it. Besides, if the 
effort were rewarded with a first delusive suc. 
cess there would be the almost certain danger 
that in the calm regions of the Sargasso Sea 
the wind would suddenly fail it aitogether, 
leaving it locked hopelessly amid the weed 
and the drift and wreckage, without hope of 
succor or escape. With regard to a steamer, 
no prudent skipper is ever likely to make the 
attempt, for it would certainly not be long 
before the tangling weed would altogether 
choke up his screw and render it useless. 

The most energetic explorer of land or sea 
will find himself baffled with regard to the 
Sargasso Sea by the fact that it is neither one 
nor the other. It is neither solid enough to 
walk upon nor liquid enough to afford a pas- 
sage to a boat. At the same time any one who 
fell into it would certainly be drowned without 
being able to swim for his life. Of course, it 
is quite concefvable that a very determined 
party of pioneers might cut a passage tora 
mall boat even to the center. The work 
would take an immense time, however, and 
the channel would certainly close up be- 
hind them as they proceeded. They would 
have to take with them provisions for 
the whole voyage, and a jourgey over a. space 
equaling the Continent of Europe would prob- 
ably require larger supplies than could be 
conveniently stowed away in a stmali boat. 
Besides there is no reason to suppose that the 
expedition would be worth the making, or 
that the inner recesses of the Sargasso Sea 
would exhibitany marked differences from 
the outer margin. The accumulation of 
weed would be thicker and more entangled, 
and the drift and wreckage would lie more 
closely pressed together, but that would be 
all. There is no possibility ot the existence 
of any but marine life in this strange morass, 
unless the sea birds have built their nests in 
the masts of the hull of some derelict vessel.

IT WAS ONLY A COMEDY OF ERRORS, 


All Paris Enjoys It Save One Woman and 
the Police, 

Paris is just now shaken with mirth over 
the tribulations of a Commissary of Police. 
A certain lady went to the Bon Marché the 
other day and stole.a quantity of vaduable 
lace. She was arrested forthwith and turned 
over to the police. The culpri® was invited to 
dine that evening and begged the authorities 
to let her notify her expectant host, but as 
the authorities are not tender tu thieves they 
calmly ignored her request. That evening 
M. Prelat,. the police official from the left 
bank of the Seine, hired a cab and went to 
the guilty woman’s rooms. 

There he found so many stolen goods that 
he rummaged through the entire place, and 
packing ull the stolen effects in a big black 
trunk, got his coachman to aid him in taking 
it down to the carriage. The next morning 


the gentleman whose dinner was spofled by 


the absence of his fair guest called to see 
what was the matter. He rang and pounded 
unavailingly, so the concierge produced a pass 
key, and they both stood aghast at the terri- 
ble condition of the apartment. The case was 
plain; a malefactor, probably an Anarchist, 
had got in on some 7K ; the disorder of the 
room denoted that his victim had fought des- 

rately for her life; but he had murdered 
— and stuffed her corpse and all the val- 
uables he could find intoa missing black 
trunk, 

The friend flew off with cries of despair to 
notify the police of the quarter of this awful 
crime. The concierge related the whole af- 
fair toa knot of curious bystanders, which 
speedily expanded intoa dense crowd. The 
police took down the description of the crim- 
inal who stole the black trunk and the de- 
scription of the cabman who drove a white 
horse, ordered the locks changed on the apart- 
ment so that no one could enter with- 
out the knowledge of the police, and 
then withdrew with dignity. Half an 
hour later, while the crowd. was still 
staring at the murder-stained house, the cab 
with the white horse droye up to the door and 
the supposed murderer alighted. He was in- 
stantly denounced by he irate concierge, and, 
being utterly unconscious of his own supposed 
misdeed, was nearly lynched by the furious 
crowd before he sufficiently realized the situ- 
ation to produce his police badge, when the 
crowd respectfully dropped him. The un- 
offending Commissaire then found himself 
locked out of the apartment, owing to the pre- 
cautions of the police, and was furced to send 
for his colleague to open the door for him.

One State Whose Games of Chance Are 

| es Issued 

for the Small Sum of $600 a Year and 

Dishonest Devices Prohibited=—Three- 

Card Monte Discredited by the Legisia- 

ters—Public Opinion Evenly Divided on 
Advisability of Continuing the Law. 

Cueyennz, Wyo., June 12.—[Special Corre- 
spondence,]|—The State of Wyoming, the 
youngest in the : 
oddities in respect to her laws with which 
are not laws, either, which are the result of 
the Populist craze which swept over this por- 
tion of the country a few years ago, nor are 
they laws which remain in force only until 
brought to the attention of the Supreme 
Court. They are laws which have been on the 
statute books of the State for long years and 
the constitutionality of which has never been 
questioned. 

Of course one of those laws is that award- 
ing to women the same rights in the matter of 
suffrage as are possessed by the sterner sex. 
It cannot be said that that is unconstitutional. 
On the contrary, any law abridging the suffrage 
rights of women would be unconstitutional, 
as the Constitution ratified by the people at 
the time of the admission of Wyoming as a 
State secured to women this right. ~ 

But to visitors to this State, particularly to 
Eastern visitors, the strangest law in existence 
here is the law in relation to gambling, for 
under its ample provisions, in most ofthe 
towns and cities of the State, the person who 
wishes to gamble need not \go through dark 
alleys and climb narrow staircases to gratify 
this passion, nor is it necessary for the pro- 
prietors of faro layouts to stand in with 
the powers that be. It is not a criminal act 
to gamble or to permit gambling. 

Licensed to Tempt Fortune. 

Under a law which has been in force for 
years any person may procure a license for 
carrying on any game of faro, monte, rou- 
lette, lansquerrette. rondo, vingt-et- un, kendo, 
or props.” Blank licenses are prepared by 
the Register of Deeds of each county in the 
State and they are signed, issued, and ac- 
counted for as is by law required with re- 
spect to other county licenses, Each license 
delivered by the Sheriff contains the name of 
the licensee, a description of the room in 
which the licensee desires to carry on the 
game licensed, and’ by its terms authorizes 
the licensee to carry on the game mentioned. 
For such license there ig paid the sum of $600 
a year. Appropriate penalties are provided 
for carrying on these gamés without licenses. 

By another section of the law any person 
or persons who shall keep or deal or permit 
to be kept or dealt in any building or place 
under his or their control any other banking 
or other game of chance for money or other 
representation of value, played with cards or 
other devices, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demé@anor, and on conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $300 nor 


more than $1,000, or by imprisonment not 


less than three months nor more than one 
year, or by both such fineandimprisonment.”’ 

The seductive three-card monte man is shut 
out by the following provision: Provided, 
that the word monte in this chapter shall 
not be construed to mean ‘three-card 
monte,’ ”’ 

The Territorial Legislature which took the 
first step in this matter appreciated the fact 
that not all gamblers are above reproach, and 
hence closed the gambling chapter with the 
following, which is still in force: 
be unlawful for any person or persons to deal 
or play any game mentioned in tis chapter 
unfairly, or with the intention of cheating, or 
swindling, or in anywise winning in any way 
more than the fair percentage of the game; 
and any person or 1 * or party who shall 
so deal or play with the intention of cheating 
or swindling shall on conviction thereof be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined 
in any sum not less than $300 and not more 
than $1,000, or imprisoned not leas than thirty 
days and not more than one year.“ 


Unsuccessful Attempts to Repeal. 


Up to the year 1890 the law contained the 
following provision: No city, town, or 
municipal corporation in this territory shall 
hereafter have power to prohibit, suppress, or 
regulate any gaming house or game licensed 
as provided in this chapter.“ In 1890 the 
Legislature repealed this section, but left 
standing a provision that a license obtained 
as provided in the chapter constituted a pro- 
tection against any criminal prosecution for 
carrying on the game mentioned; and it is 
still an open question as to whether or not 
cities and towns have that power,a question 
which, according to the views of most resi- 
dent attorneys, depends upon the wording of 
the charter of the city in question, 
The gentlemen composing the Legislature 
which enacted the above laws would seem to 
have been divided on the question, and it 
would further seem that a compromise was 
adopted, the anti-gamblers being conceded 
the following: All contracts, promises. 
agreemegts, conveyances, securities, and 
notes made, given, granted, executed, drawn, 
or entered into where the whole or any part 
of the consideration thereof shall be for any 


money, property, or other valuable thing 


won by gaming or by playing at cards or any 
gambling device or game of chance or by 
bettmg on the side or hands i. of 
any person gaming or for the reim- 
bursing or paymg any money or property 
knowingly lent or advanced at the time and 
place of guch play toaay person or persons 
so gaming or betting shall be utterly void and 
of no effect. No assignment of any bill, bond, 
note, or other evidence of indebtedness, where 
the whole or any part.of the consideration for 
such assignment shall arise out of any gam- 
ing transaction, shallin any manner set off 
the defense of the person or persons mak- 
ing. entering into, executing, or giving such 
instrument so assigned or the remedies of 


any person interested therein.“ 


Viewed from the standpoint of public policy, 
people throughout this State seem to be pretty 
evenly divided on the question of prolonginy 
the existence of these laws. At the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature,which metin January, 
1893, a bill was introduced maki it erim- 
inal to gamble, but the bill was laid on the 
table before it had gone far. 


Arguments in Favor of the Law. 


Theoretically, every one admits that the 
law should be blotted out. But there are 
many persons who claim, and with some 
reason, that the law in practice is mght. They 
argue that it is impossible to suppress gam- 
bling, and prove what they say by citing any of 
the large cities of the country as examples. 
Advancing a step further with the argument, 
they say that an attempt to suppress gambling, . 
and the suppression of open gambling, creates 
a large number of dives, hidden away from 
view, where play is indulged in and in which 
the victim is simply robbed. In the mean- 
time, the State derives no benefit whatever in 
the way of licerises. With open gambling 
dives die from lack of support, the State de- 
rives a revenue, and, so far as is possible in 
such a business, honesty is on top. 

The great majority of gambling institutions 
in the State are conducted in a well-regulated 
manner. Charges of cheating and swindling 
are surprisingly rare. Fortunt alone, with- 
out the aid of art, seems to rule. Of course. 
there are, naturally, attached to many of 
them a class of men known as “ tin-horns,”’ 
but in the main the gamblers are an honest 
lot of fellows. 

Although the law seems to prohibit short- 
card playing, the authorities appear to take 
no notice of that fact and poker is played 
openly and extensively. Faro does not seem 
to be popular with proprietors, as the per- 
centage is small. In roulette, which has 
many devotees, the percentage is much better, 
and it is on this game mostly that the pro-

It is believed that when accurate figures 
are obtained it wiil be shown that emigration 
from the United States now exceeds its immi- 
gration.. The statistics of immigration for 
the month of May, 1894, show that 32.207 
immigrants arrived in the United States dur. 
ing that period. In May, 1893, the number 
of immigrants was 95,385. During the 
eleven months from July 1, 1893, to May 31, 
1894, the number of immigrants was 208, 
020, as against 430,210 during the same 
period of the preceding fiscal year. The 
steady decrease in itbmigration is remark- 
able, and is regarded with satisfaction in 
officiul circles, especially since it is 
most marked from Russia and the Slavonic 


States, which have furnished the major part 


of the undesirable pauper element. The de- 
crease is also noted from all countries. While 
the general depression throughout the coun- 
try is somewhat responsible for the falling off, 
immigration has been checked to a great ex- 
tent by the rigid care exercised by the Bureau 
of Immigration. Since March 31, 1893, 
nearly 2,500 intending immigrants have been

The steamship companies are required by 
law to furnish statistics of immigration, but 
the law does not require them to make return 
ot émigration. Much data have been furnished 
by the companies of their own accord, but 
not sufficient to enable the Treasury Depart- 
ment to keep thoroughly informed. It is now 
impossible to strike a balance-sheet asin the 
case of exports and imports of mefchandise, 
and it seems desirable to do 80. To this 
end the Bureau of Statistics has sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury a bill to be introduced in Con- 
gress, accompanied by a recommendation, 
making it compulsory upon steamship 
companies to furnish complete returns of 
emigration as well as immigration. Com- 
missioner Stump of the Bureau of Immigra- 
tion is inclined to believe it to be the right 
thing to do and the bill would probably re- 
ceive his indorsement. A large number of 
people are now returning to Europe who 
came to this country during the last two or 
three years, but discovering that it was im-

ave left voluntarily for their homes, It is 
predicted the near future will present the in- 
teresting condition of affairs that the depart- 
ure of foreign laborers from the United States 
will exceed the influx.

The influence of the United States regula- 
tions in regard to the exportation of enti- 
grants from foreign countries, especially 
from infected districts, has had a most bene- 
ficial effect. They have come to understand 


that the United States will not allow itself to 


be used as adumping ground, and that the 
United States will not receive with indiffer- 
ence immigrants and their baggage irre- 
spective of freedom from cleanliness and 
freedom from contagion. Even today all 
emigrants and baggage must be inspected 
and properly labeled at the ports of depart- 
ure. If they are infected disinfection is re- 
quired. The result hus been to render the de- 
parture of emigrants from their homes more 
difficult to keep the steamship companies on 
the alert, Some of the transatlantic lines 
have adopted the system of making their 
agents at interior points responsible for the 
parties to who. they sell tickets. If they are 
not permitted to land in the United States and 
are thrown back on the hands of the company 
all the expenses convected therewith are 
charged up against the agent and deducted 
from his commissions. The immigration in- 
vestigation committee appointed by Secretary 
Carlisle June 13 last to report upon the ba- 
drone system wiilsoon begin its work. It is 
expected that much of the material which 
will go to make up the report wili be obtained 
abroad.

The work of this Congress upon private pen- 
sion bills is characteristic of the administra- 
tion. During the last month 991 private bills 
have been introduced.

HARRIS THINKS THE AGONY WILL 
BE OVER SATURDAY, 


Republicans, While Not Agreeing with 
This View, Concede the End Is Near 
Long Speeches Yet to Be Made on Wool 
and the Income Tan Hatch to Press 
His Anti-Option Bill in the House 

‘ Oleomargarine Law to Be More Strict- 
ly Enforced.. 


‘Wasninetos, D. C., June 17,—Senator 
Harris said when the Senate adjourned yester- 
day that the tariff bill would pass the Senate 
by next Saturday, and when Senator Aldrich, 
the leader of the opposition to the bill, was 
asked what he thought of Mr. Harris’ predic. 
tion he expressed the opinion if it should not 
be entirely realized it would come near it. 
I think.“ he said, that by next Saturday 
night we shall be on the fag end of the bill.“ 
Both declined to state whether there had been 
any negotiations for an agreement as to the 
time for the final vote between the leaders on 
the respective sides of the chamber. It 
is Known, however, the situation 
has been canvassed more or less in the nu- 
merous conferences which have taken place 
between Senators Cockrell, 
Jones on the-Democratic side, and Senators 
Aldrich and Allison on the Republican. It 
is aslo known that they have not agreed on a 
time, because of the difficulty on the part of the 
Republicans of determining what time might 
be required for speecties by Senators on that 
side. They have, however, canvassed the 
question sufficiently to feel assured there will 
be comparatively few more long speeches. 

There are, however, some Republican Sen- 
ators who do not exactly agree with the joint 
prediction of Senators Harris ard Aldrich, 
and who say that, while they do not consider 
the time for the fina) passage of the bill is far 
distant, they think considerable time will be 
required for consideration of the income tax 
and for the votes on various features of the 
bill, as well as probably some speeches when 
the bill shall be reported from the Committee 
of the Whole. When it is. considered it is 
probable the income tax can be disposed of 
in less than two or three days at the outside. 
There is also a probability that Senator 
Lodge’s amendment for retaliation upon En- 
giand will be revived by the silver Republic. 
ans, which would have the effect of at least 
briefly reopening the silver question in con- 
nection with the tariff. : : 

The only tariff schedules which have not 
been disposed of are: Silks, which are now 
under consideration; papers, and sundries. 
These, with the free list, the income tax, and 
the administrative features of the bill, com- 
plete the measure. There is very little pros- 
pect of many speeches on silks or papers, 
but there are several articles in the schedule 
of sundries and in the free list which are 
calculated to develop debate. The wool ques- 
tion will be revived when the free wool item 
shall be reached in the free list, and while the 
contest will not be so prolonged as it was 
when the subject was taken upon the wool 
schedule it promises to be quite animated for 
a short time. 

It still seems strongly probable the admin- 
istrative part of the bill will be withdrawn 
and the present administrative law allo 
to stand. Senator Jones said today that he 
favored this course for the purpose of expe- 
diting the passage of the bill, and his judg- 
ment will most likely be allowed by his Dem- 
ocratic colleagues to control their course. 


MEASURES NOW BEFORE THE HOUSE, 


Anti-Optionand Deficiency Bills Are Strug- 
Kling for Precedence. 


Wasutineton, D. C., Juae 17.——The anti- 
option bill will be pressed to the front in the 
House of Representatives and Mr. Hatch, its 
author, is confident that he can secure consid- 
eration for the measure Monday and a vote 
on it about Wednesday. He will yield to- 
morrow for several minor measures which 
may be brought up under suspension of the 
rules, but will insist that anti-option is to be 
the first discussion of any length, The de- 
ficiency appropriation bill, which is the last 
of the appropriation bills, will be reported 
from the committee Monday. Unusual in- 
terest attaches to the deficiency bill, 
owing to the position of Representative 
Breckinridge of Kentucky as Chairman of 
the deficiency subcommittee, He has been 
present at the meetings of the committee dur- 
ing the last week and has evinced an interest 
in the bill and a desire to take charge of it. A 
leading mémber of the committee said there 
would certainly be no clash on this personal 
aspect of the bill, but he added that no def. 
nite conclusion had been reached as to who 
would have charge of the measure. The mem- 
bers interested in the many Southern war 
claims, which have been bunched as an gmni-. 
bus claims bill, are seeking to get a special 
rule giving them an early hearing. These 
claims have been approved by the Court of 
Claims, but there is no way of paying them 
until Congress makes an appropriation. The

OLEOMARGARINE LAW VIOLATIONS.

Uncle Sam to Take Steps to Punish Break- 
ers of the Statute. 

Wasurineton, D. C., June 17.—The Treasury 
officials are in almost daily receipt of infor- 
mation showing that the law of Aug. 2, 1886, 
as to tlie sale of oleomargarine, is being vio- 
lated by dealers in all parts of the country. 
These viplations consist principally in selling 
oleomargarine at retail in packages not prop- 
erly marked and brandcd and in offering it 
for sale after it had been removed from the 
original stamped packages. Steps are being 
taken by the officials to punish every viola- 
tion of this act that they may discover. 


PEACH CROP IN BAD CONDITION, 


Official Reports Indicate a Praciical Fail- 
ure=Apple Yield Will Be Light. 
Wasuinetror, D. C., June 17.—-The report 
of the statistician of the Department of Ag-: 
riculture for June says that a glance at the 
percentages of condition of peaches on June 
1 is sufficient to show how disastrous the sea- 
son has been thus far.

That is what Senator 
Palmer and other victims of these bad men 
should reveal without delay. 
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SOLUTION OF THE SILVER PROBLEM, 

Why do not some pf the wise men who are 
discussing the silver question in Washington 
bring forward some plan by which the white 
metal will circulate as money at its intrinsic 
value? Ip one-half the world silver ig held up 
to serve as money at twice its present in- 
trinsic worth. In the other half it circulates 
at its depregsed value, and has expelled gold 
as money, In every part of the world where 
silver money is the standard on the 16 to 1 
ratio it has expelled gold from circulation. It 
does that just as certainly, if not as inevitably, 
as the Russian thistle will kill off all other 
craps. Silver money does not circulate side 
by side with gold money except where the 
silyer is artificially held up by a sustaining 
power, which may be defined as ‘‘ redemption 
in gold or as a guarantee of equality with 
gold money.”’ 

It is only a sentimental difficulty that stands 
in the way of solving the problem by the ex- 
ceedingly simple method of making silver a 
legal tender at its worth or purchasing power 
by weight in terms of gold. The. silver- 
miners of the United States, Mexico, or any 
other country never have been able to sell 
their product on better terms than this, and 
cannot expect to do so even in the event of 
free coinage being resolved on. But by pro- 
viding for an enlarged use of silver at its 
commercial level of money yalue they might 
hope to see that level raised, as is the rule 
with all other products when the demand in- 
creases more rapidly than the supply. An 
important rising of the level from this cause 
ought to satisfy the silver men, and if it did 
not accomplish all that was expected of it the 
fact would prove them to have been in the 
wrong. 

Suppose, then, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury were required to declare at certain stated 
dates (for instance, each Thursday) the rela- 
tive value of silver, and it were provided by 
law that silver was a legal tender at that price 
for all debts falling due between that date 
and the date of the latest previous quotation. 
The.. the silver would circulate at its market 
Value, the same as gold does now, and no one 
would find fault or have particular reason for 
fault tinding, as any little loss to the indi- 
vidual customer or the merchant would be 
compensated by a gain through a price move- 
ment subsequently in the other direction. 
There would be no disturbance of quotations 
for goods, no cutting down orinflation of sav- 
ings deposits ur other bank credits, no down- 
ward changes in wages or pensions to be 
made to uecommodate the people to the new 
order of things. The prices of all things that 
are bought and sold for money would be 
quoted on the gold basis, as. they have been 
for 100 years, except in our late war period. 
and the silver be legal tender at the official 
quotation of value in cents on the dollar for 
each 371K grains of weight, Prices would 
not be reckoned in depreciated silver, as they 
were in paper currency during and after the 
war, berause the paper dollar was the fluctu- 
ating standard of exchange values and gold 
was ata premium; but there would be no 
more danger of loss from holding silver than 
there is in the holding of wheat, coal, cotton, 
copper, steel, or other merch&ndise, 

The late Secretary Windom endeavored to 
sulve the difficulty by another and a most in- 
genious plan, for which he has not had the 
credit he deserves. His idea was that the 
government should hold the physical silver 
against certificates which it always should 
stand ready to redeem with as much weight 
of silver as would buy at the then current 
price the number of gold dollars named on 
the certificate. This would keep the paper 
always at par with gold, and if any loss were 
sustained by the arrangement it would fall on 
the whole people, being insignificantly small 
in comparison with the advantage gained 

from absolute stability of the currency. Un- 
der his plan there would have been no appre- 
eiable perturbation of the currency in the 
hands of the people and the government 
would have been saved from undue pressure 
at any time, since it always could have meta 
rush for gold by the sale of the silver bullion 
held in the Treasury, if that were deemed 
necessary. 

To the proposition that silver shall be used 
for money at its commercial value in terms 
of gold, the extreme silverites may object that 
the buying power of the 600 millions of silver 
money now in circulation would be reduced 
50 percent by the proposed change. But 
what would that suggested loss of 300 miil- 
ions be compared with the cutting down to 
half present value all the silver money, silver 
paper, and national bank notes, with all the 
bank accounts and other credits based upon 
them, which would result from the free coin- 
age of silver insisted on by Bland and his as- 
soviates? The loss they would entail would 
be three to four billions, or ten to twelve 
times the 300 millions referred to. In reali- 
ty, however, there need be no stich loss, The 
government could call in the depreciated 
silver and recoin it to full value, paying 
most of the difference out of the large amount 
of silver accrued as ssigniorage and letting 
the remainder of the loss be borne by the 
whole Nation, which would be infinitely pref- 
erable to semi-repudiation. Probably the 
total loss would not much exceed 100 mill- 
ions, instead of the three billions or more of 
loss which must result from Bland’s scheme 
of free coinage—that is: on terms demanded 
by the free silverites. The fact is, the pres- 
ent dollars always would be in demand at 
more than their intrinsic value, 60 long as 
that was less than gold par. 
vie with each other in offering to take them 
at 50 cents when worth but 48, at 55 cents 
when worth a little more than 50, and so on. 
Millions of middie men buying goods to sell 
would be engaged in bulling the silver 
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cial N and we 9 e no more pan- 
ics started by fear of its ultimate redemption. 

The only serious thing that stands in the 
way of using.silver dollars for money at the 
commercial value in terms of gold is the die- 
honest wish of many men to be allowed to 
pay off present indebtedness with not more 
than half the money value they borrowed and 
agreed to pay when they incurred the obliga- 
tion in gold values. Take away from them this 
disreputable, knavish idea of béing able to 
cheat their creditors: ont of 50 per cent of 
their dues and cite a law in supposed justifi- 
cation of the steal and they at once would 
cease opposition to the plea for honest money, 
every dollar of which shall be worth a real 
dollar, and not half value and half token. It 
is the dishonest element that resists a settle- 
ment of the bimetallic difficulty on some such 
plan as that suggested above or as that pro- 
“posed by Secretary Windom. 


„FREE COINAGE” OF SILVER DOLLARS. 

An alleged copy of a letter alleged to have 
been written from British Hondurus to a resi- 
dent of Toronto has been sent to Washington. 
It states that the necessary machinery and 
material for the manufacture of silver dollars 


on a large scale have been placed on the Island 


of Ruatan, which belongs to British Honduras, 
and as that country has no extradition treaty 
with the United States the makers of the coin 
cannot be punished. The alleged letter states 
that the said coiners have purchased 1.200, 
000 ounces of silver bullion, which has cost 
them barely 70 dents per ounce delivered 
there, and that they propose to make an 
honest, full weight United States dollar of 
412%¢ grains every time.“ The coin is not to 
be a counterfeit; but a perfect duplicate o 
the United States silver dollar. 

The D. E. Seavier who purports to be 
the writer of the letter contradicts: himself 
badly. “As above he tells wnat the Ruatan 
coiners are going ta do, and further along 
tells that they already have done it. He is al- 
leged to have writtea that by the first day of 
June his eorrespondent should have convert- 
ed into gold credit in London at least 125, 
000 „of the silver dollars which we smuggled 
into the United States by way of the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Gulf of California,“ that 
some of the dollars were sent to Omaha, and 
that there came near being an exposure.“ 
Furthermore, the *‘gentleman”’ enters into 
the details of the supposed transaction much 
more fully than would be necessary to one 
already as deep in its mysteries as the Cana- 
dian agent purports to be, 

For these and other reasons the letter may 
be set down as a fake.“ and there are equal- 
ly good reasons for thinking it was concocted 
by a fool. A thoroughgoing knave, engaged 
in counterfeiting, woull not have exposed 
himself thus needlessly, a sensible advocate 
of honest money would not hope to gain any 
real ad vantage by the circulation of a false- 
hood that would beso easily exposed, and 
naturally the extreme ‘silverites would not 
wish to set people to thinking in that direc- 
tion. All the same, the statements may well 
be quoted as showing whataterribly strong 
temptation there is to make heaps of 
money’’ by manufacturing duplicates of 
the American silver dollar if not telling 
what actually had been donein that direc- 
tion. Thereisan offered profit of 40 cents 
on every dollar that can be made and passed 


after paying the costs of the conversion from 


bullion into coin, and this is sufficiently large 
to make a man willing to run the risk 
of exposure and punishment if only he had at 
hand in such a place as Ruatan the means for 
working his steal. Hence, even though the 
letter be entitled to no more notice than 
ought to be accorded toa “green goods cir- 
cular, it may be accepted as an indication of 
what some folks would do if they had what 
they thought to be a good chance and asa 
warning of danger from that source. The 
temptation should be minimized by a return to 
real money principles and practice as soon as 
possible. Itisa.crying disgrace to make a 
stam offer of 40 cents on the dollar profit 
for the xéeality that should send its per- 
petrators to the penitentiary if they got their 
deserts.

PITY THE “STARVING INVESTORS.” 

An English paper calls attention to the in- 
creasing difficulty of safely investing surplus 
capital at rates that pay a moderate return 
for the use of money. There has been such a 
widespread collapse in speculative invest- 
ments in the last few years that the holders of 
the real or alleged securities want to sell them 
and place the money in gilt edged stocks, 
with the result that the latter are so high 
priced as to make actual interest rates very 
low. British corporations are able to place 3 
per cent loans at par with ease, while it is not 
long since they would have been glad to sell 
them at 06 or 97, A year or two since it was 
thought that fair safety might be blended 
with 4 per cent, then the level got down to 3, 
and it now looks as if the index figure were 
declining to 2, per cent in the United King- 
dom. 

Similar conditions prevall in this country. 
All the banks, both in the eities and more 
rural districts, have more funds on hand than 
they know what to-do with. At the lar in- 
terest rates are quoted down to 1 or 2 per 
cent on call and 2 to 3} on time, and “* bus- 
iness paper is quoted at 8 to 344 in New 
Rates are à little higher than that 
here, but strong borrowers can get money at 
considerably less than the nominal average of 
5 per cent on time loans, while others may 
have to pay more than 5, and it is understood 
that some money has been loaned here on call 
at as low as 3 per cent perannum. Undoubt- 
edly a large aggregate of loanable capital is 
lying absolutely idle, earning nothing, but 
held quietly in the hope that something will 
turn up shortly. 

How could this state of things be improved 
by granting the recent demand for an increase 
of the circulation to $40 per capita? The 
present business depression is due to lack of 
confidence, not lack of money. The people 
who have money, and those able to borrow it, 
do not see a reasonable prospect of fair profit 
by investing in manufacturing or mercantile 
operations which would give employment to 
labor. So they hold aloof, If there were 
twice as much gnoney in the country it still 
would not be invested in setting men to work 
if the owners did not feel moderately confi- 
dent they could get back the principal with a 
fair interest for the use of it. In the absence 
of such confidence they would prefer to put 
the money in bank to be taken care of there, 
or hide it away at home, in either case keep- 
ing it idle and out of circulation. 

The true way to get money is to buy it, with 
labor or the products of labor, and the best 
way to insure a demand for either is to estab. 
lish conditions under which‘the buyer has a 
prospect of being able to use to advantage 
what he is expected to buy. This is not to be 
done by threatening him with increased com- 
petition from outside, especially if the goods 
to be offered by his competitor are relatively 
low in price, And the best way to get the use 
of money cheaply is to offer the lender the 
least shaky or vexatious terms. The would. 
be borrower who offers poor security, or 
has the collection on good security hampered 
with conditions of cost and delay, or imposes 
a tax on the loan in addition to that which 
has to be paid on the property itself, 
must not be surprised at a _ refusal, 
or at the rate of interest being placed 
higher to compensate for the facts named, if 


surplus money to lend does not want to lend 
it unless assured of the payment of the prin- 
cipal with an interest sufficient to net him a 
fair compensation for the use of his capital 
after having paid what it costs him to place 
the Joan and collect the money when or after 
it falls due. The city borrower whose furni- 
ture has to be watched after it is mortgaged 


and the farmer whose property is hedged 


about by processes which hamper the lender in 
collecting what is due to him both have to pay 
far higher rates of interest than the eity bor- 
rower who pledges good collateral that can 
be realized on with little cost and the min- 
imum of delay. It is the difference in con- 
ditions that determines the difference in the 
amount that has to be paid for the use of 
capital borrowed, ä 

These fundamental facts are not to be 
changed by the issue of pa per promises to pay 
money nor by debasing the currency unit. 
People stili would have to buy money with 
labor or the products of labor and borrow it 
on terms satisfactory to the lender or not at 
all. If they got more for what they had to sell 
they would have to pay correspondingly more 
for what they had to buy, and if they imposed 
cost or risk on the lender they would have to 
pay for that too. These statements are 60 
near being an expression of natural law not 
to be altered by mere legislative enactment 
that they apply to all alike. The man who 
has but a small amount of money and grum- 
bles loudly at the conditions which he claims 
unjustly prevent him from obtaining more 
acts much the same with his dollar as the 
millionaire would act with his million. He 
will not spend it for something which he 
thinks is not worth a dollar to himself nor 
lend it without prospect of getting it back. 
And why should he do so if the dollar be his 
own to use as he pleases? 

The way to make money again plentiful in 
the hands and pockets of the working classes 
isto furnish them increased opportunities 
for buying the money with their labor, and 
when employment is plentiful wages will 
rise by virtue of the very law that causes 


food to rise in price when it is scarce in pro- 


portion to the demand for it. But work can 
only be made plentiful by encouraging em- 
ployers of labor with the prospect that they 
can sell its products at prices sufficient to 
compensate them for their trouble after hav- 
ing paid interest on their own capital with 
what they may have to borrow in order to 
keep men at work. If the men out on strike, 
those still at work on what they claim to be 
low wages, and the many others who cannot 
find work to do would look at the industrial 
situation in this light they would see that 
Democratic legislation. or attempts at it, is 
a curse to the country. They would demand 
with united voice that the 
Washington stop their terribly damaging ef- 
forts at tariff tinkering and permit the coun- 
try to recover the prosperous conditions 
which the people enjoyed for so long under 
the operation of the Republican policy of 
benetiting the toiler by encouraging his em- 
ployer to keep him at work and pay him good 
wages for his toil.

THIS IS NO TIME TO “STRIKE” IN THE 
IRON MINES, 

Last fall and winter and spring most of the 
miners on the Gogebie range were dependent 
on charity for their food. Counties spent 
what money they had and borrowed what they 
could to .relieve their urgent needs. The 
benevolence of the people of their own and 
other States was appéaled to to aid them. 
Work has been resumed in many of the mines 
on the range and the owners of others are get- 
ting ready to start up. And yet with the ex- 


periences of the last eight months fresh in. 


their memories the miners who have work are 
preparing to strike for higher wages. 

They ure getting now a dollar and a half a 
day. This is not as muchas they used to re- 
ceive, but considering the low price of ore at 
this moment it is probably all the mine-own- 
ers can afford to pay. There is little profit in 
the business for them. Yet the miners say 
they must have half a dollar a day more or 
they will strike. If they do those who have 
work now will lose it and there will be no new 
work, for the men who are thinking of reopen- 
ing their mines will stop short when they hear 
this strike talk. 

The question for the miners to consider is 
not whetherthe wages they are getting now 
are low, but whether if they reject them they, 
will get any. It is better to get a dollar and 
a half a day up there at the mines than to 
get nothing and become charges on the relief 
fund of the county next winter. This is not 
a good time for any man to,“ strike against 
his employer, for the chances are that he will 
simply lose his job and not get another soon. 
If the Gogebic miners do not look sharply the 
mine-owners will say, Very well, we will 
suspend operations till next year and see 
what the state of affairs is then. As business 
is bad and no profit can be made out of the 
present markets our ore is safe in.the ground 
and will not spoil if left there.“ What 
would the condition of the miners be then? 
Would it be improved by their proposed 
strike against Demoeratie-made hard times? 

It is easy to understand why men should 
strike to get a larger share of the profits of 
an employer who they know is prospering, 
and when they themselves have been doing so 
well that they have funds of their own and 
fundsin the union treasury to fall back on to 
carry on the fight. But it is not so easy to 
understand why men who know that their em- 
ployers are crippled or making nothing, who 
have not themselves a cent laid up, and who 
have been living on charity for the better part 
of a year, and.to whom that kind of food 
ought to have a very bitter taste, should 
plunge into a strike. The indifference with 


which men will defy economic conditions | 


which needs must be stronger than they and 
doom their families to destitution is past all 
understanding. Experience seems to teach 
such men nothing.

Tue city elections law makes it the duty of 
the Commissioners to appoint the places for 
registering and voting, and says that “no 
building or part of building shall be desig. 
nated or used asa place of registry, or re. 
vision of registration, or as a pollmg place 
in which spirituous or intoxicating liquor is 
sold.“ Some Election Commissioners were 
indicted last month because they had located 
a polling place in a buildmg where intoxi- 


cants were sold. Saturday these indictments 


were quashed because they did not charge 
that the Commissioners knew they were vio- 
lating the law and had a guilty intention so 
to do. Said the Judge: 


I hold that the’ Election Commissioners must 


have known of the location of the polling place 
in a saloon and must either have designated the 
saloon themselves or knowingly permitted others 
to do so that they cannot be held criminally re- 
sponsible unless they were guilty of some crim- 
inal intent or had guilty knowledge. 


The Assistant State’s-Attorney stated the 
evidence did not show that the polling 
place was selected by any of the Commission. 
ers, but by clerks in their office, and the Judge 
observed that it was not intended by the law 
that the Commissioners should have personal 
cognizance of the location of every polling

DESCRIBES THE MINE. HORROR. 


Engineer Kohout Tells How the 232 Men 
Lost Their Lives at Troppau. 

Troprav, June 17.—The total number of 
deaths resulting from the explosion that oc- 
curred in a mine near here a few days ago is 
432, Engineer Kohout, the sole gurvivor of 
the party that went to attempt the rescue of 
the miners, said in an interview today that he 
heard a fearful explosion Thursday night. 
He formed a party and descended 
the shaft into the mine. He entered the 
fourth level, where they found the bodies of 
twenty-four miners and several dead horses 
lying at the entrance, Hert Kohout returned 
to the main shaft and signaled for assistance. 
Suddenly another terrible explosion occurred, 
hurling the wagons together and throwing 
Herr Kohout to the ground, A second party 
descended into the mine and bravely entered 
the galleries, They found all the first rescue 
party dead except Kohout. The rescuers con- 
tinued their explorations, and, although they 


were badly burned, recovered some bodies, 


most of which were unrecognizable. The 
mine is still burning and it will not be possi- 
ble to resume work for six months. 


Yachts Withdrawn to Resent an Insult.

DR. ABBOTT SPEAKS AT CORNELL, 


His Baccalaureate Sermon Deals with the 
Principles of Evolution. 

Imnaca, N. Y., June 17.—[Special.|—The 
armory was crowded to its utmost capacity to 
accommodate Dr. Lyman Abbott's hearers on 
the occasion of the baccalaureate sermon this 
afternoon. At 3:30 the seniors gathered in 
front of Sage College and marched down in 
column to the beautifully decorated armory, 
where seats had been reserved for them.

STRICT LAWS ENFORCED IN GERMANY, 


Strangers Must Take Out Permits and 
There Is No Free Press. 

In no country is the government more 
strict than in Germany. If a foreigner wishes 
to remain in a town for some days he must 
take his passport to the police and receive in 
exchange for it, together with a sixpenny 
piece, a permit card, which entitles him 
to remain there for six months, The 
passport is pigeon-holed. If, however, you 
desire to change your lodging. both you and 
your landlord must give notice to the police. 
This system recommends itself not a little, 
for it prevents pauper immigration. 

No German is allowed to leave the country 
aniess he can show he has done the military 
service required of him. Ifaman is on the 
point of starting he must delay his departure 
until he gets a passport showing that he is a 
free man. 

A most severe press censorship is exercised, 
and there is no free press like we know it. 
Any derogatory remark relating to the sover- 
eign js visited with heavy punishment, and 
frequently an editor is at a loss to know why 
his paper has been seized. Foreign publica- 
tions are always scrutinized’ before they are 
allowed to be circulated, and if there is any 
criticism reflecting on the laws of the king- 
dom the paper is confiscated. 

In one respect, at any rate, the rule is bene- 
ficial. It kills off the inglorious sheets of the 
Anarchists and other paid agitators, A Ger- 
man journal, the Zozialist, pathetically an- 
nounced the other week that it was about to 
remove its offices from Berlin, owing to the 
fact that its editors are continually being 
thrust into prison,—Eachange.

BOTH NAPOLEONS NOVEL WRITERS. 


Some Curious Revelations as to the Bona- 
partes, 

Some curious revelations have recently been 
made as to the moral and mental character- 
istics of the Bonapartes; but none of these 
more or less authentic disclosures of hidden 
motives and masked habits strikes the worid 
with such surprise as the. discovery that both 
Napoleon I. and Napoleon III; tried their 
hands at novel writing. The outline of le 
petit caporal’s romance was found no 
long ago among a bundle of papers confided 
to his uncle, Cardinal Fesch, before sailing 
for St. Helena. If its existence was known 
to the family the: reasons for its sup- 
pression will readily be understood when we 
say that it is conceived in the bitterest spirit 
ofCorsican hatred against France and French- 
men.

NATIONALITY AND PAUPERISM. 


Instructive Figures Furnished by the Su- 
perintendent of a Cleveland Bethel. 

A vivid light was thrown upon the industrial 
position and burdensome nature of some of 
the most un-American and turbulent nation- 
alities represented in the population of this 
city by the statistics of the report of the work 
of the Bethel for the last six months which 
was presented by Supt. Raymond at the meet- 
ing of that association held Tuesday evening, 

For example, the report showed that 9,036 
families had received assistance within the 
last half year, and of these no fewer than 
1,378 were Polish. There were 1,496 Bohe- 
mian families and 182 Itulians. The German 
families numbered 2,072, the Irish 1,042 
and the English, Scotch, aud Welsh combined 
only 884. ‘Lhe native American families were 
885 in number, and the Canadian seventy- 
uine. There were 269 Hungarian families 
@ssisted, and 207 which were ciassed as Slavic, 
the last probably coming from the element 
that is credited in the census returns to the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire, outside of Bohe- 
mia, Hungary and Poland. 

In comparison with the foregoing statistics 
consider the relative numerical strength of 
these elements of the population of the city as 
given in the census of 1890. According to 
that authority there were’ then 2,848 natives 
of Poland in Cleveland. The Bohemians 
numbered 10,287. Only 636 natives of Italy 
were found by the enumerators, and there 
were 39,892 Germans. The natives of Ire- 
land were 18.512, and the other immigrants 
from the British Isles numbered 14,328. Out 
of the whole population more than 164,000 
were native Americans, and the Canadians 
counted for 5,157 out ef the 97,095 foreign- 
ers by birth. Hungary was represented by 
3,210 of her children, and the Austro- Hun- 
gariun Empite, outside of Hungary, Poland, 
and Bohemia, nad 2.533 natives in this city. 
Part of them were Germans and part were 
Slavs. 1 

It will be seen at a glance that the most ex- 
traordinary differences exist between the na- 
tionalities which have been most prominent 
and useful in the building up of the American 
nation and those which are latest in order of 
atrival and least important in their influence 
upon the institutions of the republic. For 
example, the Italians assisted were half as 
many as the British, and yet the latter sle- 
ment was more than twenty times as great in 
point of numbers as the former. So the Ger- 
mans in the total population outnumber the 
Poles by fifteen to one, and yet there were 
only 50 per cent more German families as- 
sistea than those which represented Poland. 

The pauper element wus ten times as great, 
relatively speaking, among the latter class as 
in the former. The native population natur- 
ally made the best showing of all, but the fig- 
ures are mitleading in regard to that element. 
All the native-born children of foreigners fig- 
ure in the census as Americans, and the real 
strength of the American population was not 
nearly as great, counting adults or families, 
as might be thought from the statistics of the 
government euumeration. 

The Canadians made a remarkably good 
showing. With half as large a share of the 


total population as the Bohemians they fur. 


nished one-twentieth 4 ag many applicants 
for relief. The calls for help of the Hun- 
garians were comparatively few, that nation- 
ality making a much better showing than any 
other from the eastern and eastern central 
countries of Europe. The Slavs, on the other 
hand, were very burdensome to the Bethel in 
proportion to their numbers in the city,— 
Cleveland Leader. 


WHAT THERE IS AT HR NORTH POLE. 


Ice-Covered Land There Instead of an 
Open Sea, 

There is no reasonable doubt that there ex- 
ists in the Arctic Ocean, somewhere inthe 
vicinity of the north pole, an ice-covered land 
of considerable extent. This is evident from 
the character of the icebergs observed at 
various points within the Arctic Ocean; for 
there are different classes of icebergs, 
as there are different kinds of coal. The 
difference between the floeberg, or pa- 
leocrystic iceberg, and the ordinary 
iceberg of the north Atlantic is as great and 
as easily distinguishable as is the difference 
between a block of bitumygnous coal and one 
of anthracite. The floeberg is distinguished 
by its tabular torm, great uniformity of 
height, rectangular shape, nearly flat surface, 
perpendicular cliffs; and especially from its 
laminated structure. Whenever a palzxo-. 
erystic iceberg is seen in the far north before 
its face has suffered from the melting action 
of the sun a close observer notes that it pre- 
sents along its front a series of faint blue 
lines, separated by intetspaces of opaque 
white. These lines show a stratification due 
to yearly accumulations of snow upon a 
nearly level surface, which are transformed 
gradually into ice; and each line also 
represents the limit of accumulation of a sin- 
gle year. In a similar manner are formed 
the glaciers of the Alps and Greenland; but 
these latter ice sheets are torn, distorted, and 
reformed a thousand times in their descent 
down rapid slopes and through confinmg val- 
leys of greater or less widths. Floebergs, 
then, are parte of great ice sheets which, 


| formed from successive snowfalls over a land 
garen of no great elevation and very gentle 
| gradients, flow downward from its highest 


level in the direction of least resistance. The 
slope being gentile the ice moves gradually 
sea ward, with its structure unchanged and its 
stratification unbroken, and passes slowly 
into the ocean, whence eventually its buoy- 
ancy causes it to rise and disrupt in a vast 
mass from the main sheet.—Gen. Greeley in 
McClure’s Magazine. 


Heard Near the Red Sea. 


A singular phenomenon occurs on the borders 
of the Red Sea, at a place called Nakous, where 


intermittent underground sounds have been | 
heard for unknown centuries. It issituated at 


about half a mile's distance from the shore, 
whence a long reach of sand ascends rapidly to a 
height of 200 feet. The reach is about eighty 
feet wide and resembles an amphitheater, being 
walled in by low rocks, 
from the ground at this place recur at intervals 
of about an hour. They at first resemble a low 
murmur. but ere long there is heard a loud knock 
ing, somewhat like the stroke of a bell, and 
which, at the end of about five minutes, becomes 
so strong as to agitate the sand. 

The explanation of this curious phenomenon 
given by the Arabs is that there is a convent 
under the ground here, and that these sounds are 

ose of the bell which monks ring for 

rayers. So they call it Nakous, which means a 
bel . The Arabs affirm that the noise so fright- 
ens their camels when they hear it as to render 
them furious. Philosophers attribute the sounds 
to suppresses yolcanic action—probably to the 
bubbling of

Power Houses Turned inte Hospitals for 


the Treatment of the Abused Rope 
That Hauls the Cars Dr. Nash and His 
Splints, Bandages, and Lotion - How 
He Keeps His Patient in Good Condi- 
tien Until Its Life Has Run OuteA Few 
Necessary Precautionary Measures, 
The life of a cable, the cable that draws the 
street car of Chicago, ranges from 100 days 
to one year, and these degrees of longevity 
are attained only by careful nursing under 
the professional eye of the cable doctor.” 
It is not generally known, but it is neverthe- 
less true, that there is such a thing asa 
„enable doctor,” a kindly gentleman, full of 
sympathy for his: patient, forever feeling its 
pulse, listening to its breathings, and 
applying cool iotions to its fevered brow. 
His school has been that of experience and 
his medicine chest is a big wagon that dashes 
here and there wherever his beloved subject 
succumbs to slow, wearing malady, or is 
threatened with sudden death by the unex- 
pected snapping of a strand of life. He is 
never at rest, this doctor, for the cable leads 
a busy existence and knows no sleeping nor 
recuperative hours. When it should be 
slumbering in peace after a hard day’s 
work, it is being inspected and 
subjected toa treatment of massage; weak 
spota are found and the surgeon’s knife ap- 
plied, while here ana there 4 fracture is set 
and sundered and torn tissues are joined and 
made to grow together, and when this is done 
another dawn has come and the hard task- 


master, the engine, blows and screeches and 
whirrs and relentlessly sends the poor cable |: 


When it has run its 


course a ruthless knife cuts short its 
career and it is cruplly set aside 
without a sign of grief except perhaps a tear 
from the sympathetic doctor. No green 
pasture for the old age of acable. A horse 
gets that, yet a cable does the work of a thou- 
sand horses and does it well. 
An Old-Time Doctor, 


One of these cable doctors ’’—Superintend- 
ent of Cables. he is called—is Thomas C. Nash 
of the West Division railroads, who is probably 
the oldest cable man east of 8 
Mountains. Years of study have taught him 
how to meet the humors and caprices of a 
cable and he can cure one of can-

time. There is no part of the cable anatomy 
that: he does not know, and with knives, 
bandages, splints, and tonics he is ready ata 
moment’s notice to cure general debility as 
well as local disorders and patch up sprains,

At Work in the Hospital. 


All day long in each of the power-houses 
one of these assistants stands in a command 
ing position. and every inch of the metal rope 
is searchingly scrutinized. Any indication/of 
the slightest disorder is considered sufficient 
to stop the propellimg machinery while the 
work of making repairs and applying physics 

oes on. These operations, sometimes pain- 
ul and heroic, do not generally. occupy much 
time, so well is the doctor. equipped with 
knowledge and appliances, for there is an im- 
patient, sometimes blasphemus public, above 
ground, which cannot’. understand these 
things, and which must “be 
qui and accommodated 
cost; All haste is made and 
endless cable with its endless work is again 
sont on its weary rounds. It is time, not 
treasure, that the doctor must save. 

At night the power-house becomes a hos- 
pital. When the day’s traffle has been dis- 
posed of, a feat not accomplished before 1:30 
in the morning, the pace-settmg engines are 
slowed down and there comes a critical ex- 
amination of the tired patient. Every inch 
feels an eye fixed upon it; it is pulled, hauled, 
pushed, and mauled, and any spot found 
sensitive to the touch is marked for treat- 
ment. The initial point of the examination is 
marked witha whitewash brush, and when the 
white daub comes around again, indicating 
that the rope has made a complete circuit, the 
engines are stopped at the weak 
spots and the operators begin their 
work, Fragile and broken = strands 
are taken ‘out and replaced with new ones. 
This insertion of new bone is a difficult surgic- 
al feat, but expert splicersare there and the pa- 
tient goes out without the aid of crutches. These 
new strands vary in length from fifteen to 
twenty feet, the minimum, to several hundred 
feet, but the shorter the strand the better 
it is for the cable, These new 
bones, somehow, do not fit so well 
in their places as the old ones, and it is not 
long before another amateur surgical opera- 
tion is needed. Like Corporal Tanner, they 
are always under the knife. An ordinary 
operation requires about twenty-five minutes, 
either in the street or in the hospital, but a 
bad: fracture consumes more time. This is 
especially true if the trouble occurs while the 
system is at work. : 

The Splicer at His Best. 


A‘clean cut of the rope, severing it, cannot 
be repaired in less than three-quarters of an 
hour, while oftentimes two or three hours are 
onsamed. These occasions, however, 
are. rare, When a moving rope is 
cut: the ends find themselves as 
much as 1,000 feet apart before the 
machinery can be stopped. It is often the 
casé that the cable, writhing under the harsh 
treatment it receives, will squirm and kink, 
even as the lowly worm when stepped on, and 
then the cable doctor’s situation loses all the 
characteristics of a sinecure. Those kinks 
and: tangles, tightly drawn and rigid, must be 
straightened out before anything can 
= gg hee vere 4 interminable 
series o unWindings an untangling, 
and when that is finished iy * 
still remains the preliminary task 
of hauling the severed ends together again. 


Each end is firmly fixed in a grip car and 


powerful horses are attached to the cars. 
Slowly and with much effort the connection 
is made, and then, in the narrow, uncomfort- 
able quarters afforded by a cable conduit, the 
work of splicing goes on in an atmosphere 
made blue by the curses of tne walking 
masses. 

These are only a few of the duties of the 
“cable doctor.“ He makes it a study to find 


meuns for preventing accident and sav- 


ing the wear and tear of the cable sys. 
tem. One of the methods he has adopted 
is the daily subjection of the rope to 
abath, not only to clean it but to make it 
elastic and pliable; to take away from it that 
condition of rigidity that makes the rounding 
of a corner a trying and painful ordeal. This 
bath consists of a. dressing of North 
Carolina pine tar and linseed oil—two 
parts of one to one part of the other. The 
mixture is.dropped on the cable from a faucet, 
and the action of the various wheels over 
which the rope passes evenly distributes the 
preparation over the surface. This bath gives 
the cable ‘added life; it saves wear, especially 
from the cruel grip, and prevents the forma- 
tion of voracious rust. 


Other Disorders Cured. 


Then, too, the doctor must take cognizance . 


of those parts of machinery affected by the 
rope as well as by the car wheels and the grip. 
At curves he finds most of his work ot this 
class. There the flat bar, against which the 
jaw of the grip rests in making the turn, suffers 
severely. Constant friction crystallizes the 
steel and makes it brittle. Frequent lubrica- 
tion with a coarse quality of grease is neces- 
sary there as weil as upon the slot, wheels, 
and bars, and above und the curved tracks 
are well watered. hen a bar shows ¢igns 
of weakness it is promptly taken out and re- 
placed before a break occurs,

Doctor's Usefulness Exemplified. 


There is no more useful person around a 
cable street railway system than the doctor. 
Where delays were numerous a few years ago 
they are now rare, He has experimented with 
his patients until now he knows exactly what 
to do, it will surprise most people 
to learn that during the month 
of April there was only one delay 
on the Milwaukee avenue line and that lasted 
only eight minutes and was caused by a grip- 
man’s carelessness. In January there was one 
delay of two hours and fifty-eight minutes be. 
cause another gripman cut the rope by for- 
getting to drop it at the proper time. ere 
were other trifling delays during those 
months, but they were caused by the 
breaking down of wagons on the tracks. No 
blame attached to the doctor. The only de- 
lay on the Madison street line during April— 
one of thirty-three minutes—was due to this 
cause. During October, 1893, the heaviest 
month known to street car traffic, with the 
World's Fair in full blast, the Madison ears 
were delayed just one minute, The rope was 
thrown off a wheel by a gripman.

LIQUID FUEL FOR LOCOMOTIVES, 


The Coal Famine May Compel Inventive 
Genius to Work This Out. | 

Railway Age: The occasional occurrence 
of danger of a coal famine has turned at- 
tention to the consideration of an available 
substitute for coal. The use of petroleum as 
fuel is no longer an experiment, and in the 
case of stationary boilers especially it has 
been attended with a good degree of suc- 
cess. Several considerations, however, that 


apply in the case of stationary plants are of 


less importance in the caseof ‘tne locomotive, 
The immediate reason for the substitution 
of oil for goal in factories, power stations, and 
the like has been to avoid the nuisance of 
great volumes*of smoke. Though many 
instances the mange has produced a percepti- 
ble economy, yet the expectation of this has 
rarely been the first cause of the substitution. 
It is not therefore strange in the case of loco- 
motives, where the trouble occasioned by 
smoke is not so great and is of a temporary 
or intermittent nature, that less attention was 


iven to the practicability of using oil for 


That it can be so used, however, and, 
under certain conditions, with a certain de- 
gree of economy, has n amply proven, 
and in addition its use is evidently attended 
with a number of minor advantages, such as 
ease of firing and of maintaining a uniform 
steam pressure, | 

The principal question which has to be con- 
sidered and the feature which has counter- 
balanced the manifest advantage of liquid 
fuel is that of expense. The thermal units of 
coal as compared with petroleum are as 1 to 
1 or 1 to 2, according to the quality of the 
oil and coal in each particular instance. 
expense of carrying and firing are decidedly 
in favor of the liquid and to this may be 
added the advantage accruing from the nicety 
with which the fire may be regulated and 
the much greater distance which a locomo- 
tive is able to. run without taking on sup- 
plies. 

The only point that needs consideration is, 
then, the actual relative cost upon the tender. 
This has been so much greater in the case of 
oil in this country as to be prohibitive of gen- 


uel, 


eral use upon locomotives; but in other coun- 


tries a saving of from 15 to 20 per cent has 
been obtained from the use of petroleum.

Different, Degrees of Adversity in Different 
Parts of the Country=Chicago Gas One 
of the Features of Wall Street and Like- 
ly to Remain So for Some Time—Its 
Bonds Not Sufficiently Well Known 
Brokers Laugh Over Testimony of Mr. 
Havemeyer Before Senate Committee. 

New York, June 16.—[Special.]—If there 
were any active speculation in railroad shares 
at this time, which most decidedly there is 
not, the reductian of its quarterly dividend 
by the New Haven company and the official 
explanations given for the same would have 
had a marked depressing effect on that class 
of securities. It had none, or none that 
amounted to anything. It remains to be 
seen whether the expected reduction of its 
dividend by the New York Central will have 


any greater effect. It is, of course, not cer- 


tain yet that there will be a reduction, but it 
is rather expected by people who certainly 
could not be classed as bears on the market, 
that the continuous decline of business will 
force the management to face this unpleas- 
ant bmergency. Every one: who will take the 
trouble to consult the traffic returns can see 
for himself how business is running with all 
the railroads. Because of the way it is run- 
ning there is an expectation, or fear, when- 
ever the time approaches for the declaration 
of a dividend reduced one will be an- 
nounced. 

There are different degrees of adversity. in 
different parts of the country. The South ap- 
pears to be picking up. The Pacific roads 
are the worst off, The losses of earnings by 
the Atchison, the Union Pacific, and the Nor- 
thern Pacific are simply phenomenal. II 
they had not occurred we should not have be- 
lieved them to be possible. The Atchison re- 
organizution scheme will be out the 
coming week. It provides for ‘taising 
$17,000,000 of new money; 512,000.

much money. But it did not surprise those 
who had looked inte the condition of the cor- 
poration.

Speculation, however, has deserted these 
things and concentrated in industrials, where 
there are still good dividends to be had, and 
plenty of activity in the stock market. Chi- 
cago Gas will probably continue for awhile, 
judging from the way it acts, to fluctuate 
within a range of five points, taking present 
quotations as a center. The stock has had a 
good rise, and a further rapid rise from these 
figures might not be desirable on many ac- 
counts at this time. It will come later, Al- 
leged Western dispatches give occasional 
squibs again about Mr. Moloney’s intentions, 
but they have lost their point.. Mr. Moloney 
has been met by the offer on the part of the 
company’s managers to correct any legal ae- 
fects there may be in its organization in any 
way which it is considered the State laws may 
require.

PHONOGRAPH AS A PROMOTER. 


It Is Used in the South Seas to Gain Re- 
f erults Among the Natives. 

Sydney Mail: When one of the Australian 
squadron was patrolling the South Seas lately 
she came up with a sailing vessel, and one of 
her officers boarded the stranger. She proved 
to bea colonial. craft engaged in recruiting 
Kankkas for the Queensland plantations. On 
board the naval officer noticed a phonograph, 
He was toli that before the vesseſ left Queens. 
land the Captain visited some ‘of the sugar 
plantations where South Sea Islanders are 
employed. . 

He took a camera and a phonograph and 
then he went into the business of photo- 
graphing. groups of natives on) the planta. 
tions, also taking individual pictures of well- 
known natives from the New Hebrides, and 
others from the Solomon Group. Edison’s 
invention was then brought into service, the 
best-known of the natives, especially those 
who have relatives and friends in the islands, 
being asked to speak into the phonograph 
anything they would like to tell their friends, 
Large numbers of these phonographed letters 
were procured, giving accountsiof what sort 
of). life the Kanakas were having on the 
plantations and any other news that would 
interest the old folks at home at Malli- 
callo, Ambrym, San Christoval, Malaita, and 
other islands. 

After securing a good supply the ingenious 
shiipmaster {sailed for the islands and when 
laßt seen was astonishing the natives. Many 
of the photegraphs he had transferred to 
glass for use with the limelight, and with the 
photographs and the phonograph he was ina 


position to give such an ocular exhibition of 


life on a plantation that fairly changed the 
native doubts into an enthusiastic desire to 
emigrate. Nor was this all. At the limelight 
show he could produce a full-sized picture 
of an absent friend, a native who was weil 
known in the island in which the shipmaster 
happened to be, and to the amazement of his 
dusky audience would make him speak words 
of greeting from his plantation home in Bun- 
daberg—1, 000 miles away. 

It any misgivings were felt before the pho- 
nograph was produced that bewitched ma- 
chine dispelled them by making the limelight 
figure of their friend address the natives in 
their own töngue, and in the same voice they 
knew so well when he dwelt among them. 
Needless to say, the phonograph has proved a 
valuable recruiting accessory.

Strange Story of the Surgeon and His Ex- 
periments. 3 

The bacteriologists at the Congress of Amer- 

ican Physicians and Surgeons at Washington 


exchanged some surprising experiences. Dr. 


Harold C. Ernst of Boston, however, contrib- 
uted the most wonderful of all the stories of 
germs and cultures. Dr. Ernst told how the 
late Dr. S. C. Martin entered his laboratory to 
make a study of the germs of smallpox. Dr. 
Martin’s father was the inan who introduced 
the manufacture of cow pox into this coun- 
try. He maintuined this industry for many 
years and then turned 
son, Ihe latter continued the production 
of virus for vaccination purposes, 


he came to Dr. Ernst’s laboratory and entered 
upon a series of experiments. 
continued until his fatal illness.

of his discoveries.

fhese gentlemen could hardly believe iu the 


results of Dr. Martin’s work. 

Dr. Martin began his investigation by col- 
lecting from smalipox patients a large num- 
ber and variety of bacteria. He bred from 
these bacteria, or, in the language of bacteri- 
vlogy, he got cultures. 
he inoculated calves, and the calves produced 
dow pox. 
and vaccinated children. The matter “took 
with all the vigor of the best virus. The p- 
ération was repeated until Dr. Martin was 
gure he had found the bacteria which caused 
smallpox. He described it to Dr. Ernst as a 
short, fine bacillus with rounded ends.“ 

Obtaining the bacteria from people with 


smallpox Dr. Martin reproduced them through 


no fewer than fourteen generations of cult- 
ures. He dipped points in the tube contaim- 


ing the fourteenth culture and gave them to 
Dr. Williams. The latter vaccinated with 


these points and got perfect vaccination re- 
sults in one or two cases.
